Reduce Mercury fo far by fublimation till 
it be a fixed Chriftall; this is his preparation 
of Mercury and -his way of reducing itinto the 
Glew ofthe Eagle, but above all I require that 
that way be ufed which is def{ertbed by me before 
in the firt Chapter, or that hereafcer fet down 
after this. 

Then faith the forefaid Author, go on to re- 
{olution and coagulation, and I again will you 
to obferve the fame manner of folution fhewed 
in the firft Chaprer before.

And thus the phifieal Alchimical tivcture is

Which Hermes 
Trifmag ifl us tie oe pts. any Cfas the Gretian, 
Halyan Arabian, and Aloertas Magnus a Ger- 
man, with many others, have fonebe and pro- 
fecutes every one after their own method 1, aod 
one in one 1 زرا‎ another in another, fo much 
Cefired by the-Phil: fophers onely for prolonga- 
tion of life. ۱

Out of the firft letter of every word of this 
Arnigura is gathered this word VITRIOLUM 
by whichismeent chat thereof the (tone or me- 
dicine may be made. 

Therefore Puracedfus faith, the inward parts 
of che Earth are to be vifited ; nor onely the 
Earth witic) is vitriol, but the Inward parts 
of che Earth, he meaneth the focernefs and red- 
nefs, becawfe there lieth hid inthe inward parts 
of vitriol! a fubtiil noble and fragrant juice and 
pure oyle, And 
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` And this is efpecially to be noted the roa i- 
on of this Copper into vitriol! ts rot to bc done 
neither by calcination of the fire nor diftillae 
tion of the matter left it be deprived ofits preen- 
nefie which being loft it wants both power and 
ftrength. 

Paraceljus {peaks not one word of the prepa. 
ration of this vitriol by whofe fileace many have 
erred, therefore I determined to leave bim bere 


a little and to profecute and follow the 628۵ of 


the Table wherefore I begin with the calcina- 
tion of the metall, And note that this calcina» 
tion of Copper is made thatit may be turned 
into vitricil and noc the calcination of ۳ 
made of copper. 

Take therefore as much copper as you Nie dit 


and diflo!ve, Calcination it in as fortis 1 to 2 
fa r green water, then fet it 3 6۳4 Gays to difectt 


till che matter be clear which pour cut into 


a limbeck andin Balneo draw away the corra- 
five water fo that the matter remain dry for 
then it iscalcined.. 

Then upon every 3 pound of this calcined. 
matter pour a gallon of diftilled Vinegar and 
lute it up in a “ela fs, and fet it in balneo al- 
moft boyling the {pace of 7 days, when it is cold 
put into a limbeck to diftill away allthe vinegar 
in balneo, and in the bottom of the. Alimbeck 
you fhali have your vitrioli very well congeal- 
ed far fairer then Romain vitriol which is cor- 
poreal and metaliick vitrioll, 

Which Vitrioil I do not diffoive in raire 
water like the Paracelfans, but rather with 
J L, 72 
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Lac Virginis as before is taught in the former 
Chapters or in Raymunds Calcination water, 

and after its diffolutionand perfect digeftion that 
is to fay15 days I put it into a limbeck andbalneo 
draw eff the Lac virgins which being done you 
fhail find an oylie water green and clear upon 
which pour the 12۱۲۱۲ of wine and after ic hath 
been digefted 7 days and the fpiric cf wine di- 
Killed away in balneo you fhall find your green 
water perfe@tly retified made ‘pure fubtile and 
fpiritual, and apt for patrifaction, for if it be 
not well diffolved and rarified it will not pu- 
trifie. 

But now that I may join with P.urzcel/as 
in the manner of putrifaction I return to him 
and fay with him commanding to difgelt ina 
warm heat in a glafs well clofed the {pace of 
fomemoneths, and fo leng ull diverfe colours 
appear and be at length red which fheweth the 
termination of its putrifaction. 

But yet in this procefs this rednefs is not 
fufficiently fixed, but is to bg more fully purged 
from its fecesin this manner. 

‘Refolveit or reCtifie it in diftilled vinegar, 
till che vinegar be coloured then filler it from its 
feces. This is its true Tincture and belt re- 
folution andreGification out of which هم‎ ۵ 
oyl is to be drawn. 

This Tin@ture bsing thus refolved and rectified, 
is tobe put into a body with a ۱۱۳۵۵۵ and in 
balneo diftil the vinegar gently away. 


Ther 
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Then in fand or afhes lift up the fpirit gently 
and temperately and when you fee a fume afcend 
intothe glafs and red drops begin to fall out of 
the nofe of the limbeck into the receiver, then 
the red oy! beginneth to diftil, continue your di- 
ftillation till all be come over, when it is done 
you fhall have the oyl in the receiver lifted up 
and feparated from its Earth more delightful 
and fweet then any balfom, or Aromatick withe 
out any fharpnefs at all, which oylis called the 
blood of the Lamb. In the botrome of the 
body you fhall find a white fhining Earth like 
fnow, which keep well from duft and fo you 
hive the clear Earth feperated from its 
oyl. 

"Take this white Earth and put it in a glafs 
viol, and put thereto equal weight of the oyl 
or foul and body, will receive ic and embrace 
16 in a moment. à 

But that it may be turned into a ftone 
whea you bave joined thefe two together, fet 
it into our furnace the fpace of 40 days and 
you fhall have an abfolute oy! of wonderful 
perfe&ion wherewith Afercary and other im- 
perfect mettals are turned into gold. As Para- 
celfus was pleated to fay. 

The ftone being thus made, I now come to the 
fermentation without which it is not pofiible to 
give form toit neither will I adhere to the opie 
nion of one man alone contrary to all the Phi- 
lofophers alone, tharis to fay, Paracel/us repuge 
nant to the reft ofthe Philofophers becaufe they 
ali of neceflity have decreed to give form to the 
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fone, by ferment and union, that is to fay, of 
an imperfect body, and by how much the 
ferment is more fpirituall the ftone will be of 
fo much more penetration and tran{muta- 
ticn. 

Thefe things being promifed I do not think 
it fic chat you fhould proceed to projection epon 
iiferemry inttead of fermentation as P.racelfus 
reacheth, or thatthe ftone fhould be fermented 
his way with gold either corporea | or fpirt- 
tadl. 

Which gold will be the foundation of the 
firk projection. but what do the Philofophers 
esmmand us to do? that. projection that is 
to fay férmentation, be made of a perfe@ foun- 
dation, and that upon tmperfe bodies that 
وم دوع‎ may be made which foundation of 
the Rone or Elixir isnot except it be onely the 
white or red ferment, inrefpe@d of which beth 
gold and filver are (id to be imperfect bodies, 
thecefore this {tone is to be fermented before 
ic be projected upon thecorporeal foundation 
or imperfe&, that is to fay corporeal gold. 

Therefore joyn this oyle to the fourth part of

Then Augment itin vertue by folution and

WIRST, Let us fpeak of the Augmentation 
ef the vertye or quality; of which Ray- 
mund faith, The Augmentation in qua- 
lity and goodnefs is by folucion and coagula- 
tion ofthe Tin@ure, that is to fay, by imbiling 
it with our Mercury and drying it. But lee 
۱ us hear e4rnoldus more attentively, take one 
part of your prepared Tin@ure, and dificlve it 
in three parts of our’ Afercury, then put it in 
a glafs and fealicup and fet it in afhes till it 
be cry and come to a powder,then open the 
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glafs and imbile itagain, and dry it again 
And the oftener you do the thus fo much fha 
you gainand giveth more tincture. 

And alfo as it is found in Clanger Buccine , 
Diifolve itin the water of Mercury of which 
the Medicine was made till it be clear chen con- 
geat it by light decoction and imbile it with its 
ayl upon the fire till it flow by vertue where- 
of it will be doubled in tin@ure, with all its 
perfections as you will fee in proje&tion be- 
caufethe weight that was before projected up- 
cn a thoufend, is now to be projected vpon 
ten thouland, and there is no great labour in this 
multiplication, 

Again the medicine is mulciplyed two manner 
of ways. 

By fo'ution of calidity and foluticn of vari- 

۰. By folution of caltdity, ts that you take 
the Medicine pur in a glafs vcffel and burie ۲ 
in our moilt fire feven days or more, till the 
medicine be ۵1۵1۷64 ince water without any 
turoulency. By {olution of rarity, is chat you 
take your glals veffel with your medicine and 
hang iti ina new brafs pot fall of water that boil- 
enn khi cloie up the mouth of thepot that the 
medicine may diffoive in the vapour of the 
builing water. 

But noce that the boiling water muft not 
touch the glafs wherein the medicine is but 
hang above it three fingers, and thts folution will, 
be aboveit in 2 or 3 days after your medicine is 
 diifelved, take it from the fre tocool fix and 
COR- 
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congealand be hard and dry this do often and 
and how much the more the medicine fhall be 
diffolved it will be fo much more perte&, and 
fuch a folution is the fublimation of the medi- 
cine and its virtual ‘ublimation, which the often- 
er it is reiterated fo much more abundantly and 
more parts it tingeth. 

Whence Rafis faith the goodnef of this mule 
tiplication confifteth in the reiteration fublina- 
tion and fixation of the medicine and by how 
much more this order is repeated it worketh 0 
much more and is augmented for fo often as you 
fublime your medicine and diffolve it you thalk 
gain fo much every time in projection one 4 
on a thoufand and if the firft fall upon a thoue. 
fand the third upon a hundred thonfand the 
fourth upon a million and fo infinitely. For. 
Morienus the Philofopher faith; Know for 
certain that the oftener our ftone is diffolved 
and congealed the fpirit and foul is joined 
more to the body and is retained ۵۲۰۱۲ and 
in every time the. Tin@ure is multiplyed. 

Whence we thus read in Scala Phslofophoe 
rum, which alfo the Philofophers fay. Diffolve 
and congeal, fo without doubt it 8 
of the folution of the bedy and foul with the 
fpirit into water and congealation makes the 
foul and ۵۱۶۱۶ mix with the body and if with 
one folution and fimple congealation the foul 
and fpirit would be perfe@ly joined to the 
ody. the Philofophers would not fay diffolvd

"The Medicine is another way multiplyed 
by fermentation and the ferment to the white 
is pure filver, aad the ferment to the red is 
pure goid, therefore proje one part of your 
medicine upon 2 of the ferment (but I fay 3 
parts of the medicine apon one of the ferment) 
and all will be Medicine, which put in a glafs 
upon the fire and fo clofe it that no air go 
in nor out, and keep it there till it be fubtili- 
ated as you did with the firk medicine and 
one part of the fecond medicine will have as 
much vertue asone past, of the firft medicine 
had (but here again Clangor Baccing hath erred 
for ic fhould be write thus) one part of the 
fecond medicine will have as much vertue as 
ten parts of the firft medicine had. And thus by 
folution and fermentation the medicine may 
be multiplied infinitely, 

We have {poken enough of this multiplicati- 
on, we now come to the other way of aug- 
mentation which is called corporeal multipli- 


eation and according to ‘Raymund is thus de- 


fined. 

Augmentation isthe Addition of Quantity ; 
whence Axicen writeth, It is hard to project 
upon a million and to preducate it inconti- 
mently wherefore J will reveal one great fe- 
cret unto you, one part is tobe mixed with a

Having thus defcribed this work, I now come 
tothe explanation, and fay, that the Calcination 
of the Body is twofold و‎ for the Calcination 
thereof in the fhorter work, for extracting the 
heart of Saturae, is done on this wife by Ague 
Fortis. 

Take 8 or 10 Ounces of Lead in Filings, and 
diflolve it in Aqua Fortis in double proportions 
and fortified with Salc Armoniack in an Earthen 
Veflel with a narrow neck, and fecin afhes till 
it be torally diflolved; andchere willremain a 
white matter in che bortom like Grains of white 
Sales which isa figure of perfect {olution ; then 
pour your matter chat is diflolvedin che water 
into a body, and fet thereon a Limbeck » and in 
Balneo draw away the corrofive water ر‎ tiii there 
remain a dry fubftance in the bottom; and fo 
you have the body converted white by Calcina- 
tion with corrofive water, out of which the 
heart of Saturne isto be drawn.

When your matter iswell dried, diffolve it a- 
it again in diftilled Vinegar; and diftill che Vine- 
gar twice or thrice fromic, and in the bottom 
you fhall have a lucid clear and white fhining 
Sale, which is then called the heart of Sa- 
turne. 

Now I come to the practice of the other 
greater work و‎ that the verity of the {tone may be 
found و‎ of which many have made mention in 
their Books , as Raymundus و‎ who calleth it the 
Vegetable Mineral, and Animal Stone; ۳ 
faith there groweth aSaturnian Herb on the cop 
of aHillor Mountain, whofe blood if 16 be ex- 
tracted, cureth all infirmities. 

Ripley writ a whole Book; called his Practical 
Compendium , of the practice of the Vegetable 
Stone, teaching the manner and form of opera- 
tion; but becaufe he neither fec down the foln- 
tion plainly nor perfectly, he hath been the caufe 
of much error ود‎ and hath not onely deceived me 
but all chofe that followed him, untill after a long 
time I founda way to 0110176 Saturne, fo that it 
could never after by diftallarion be turned into 
Lead again, which is the chiefeft and greateft fe- 
cret of the Vegetable Stone. 

But let us hear the words of Mary the Pro- 
phetefs, and Ripley taken from her: The Radix ۰ 
of our matter is a clear and white body which pu- 
trifieth nor , but congealeth Mercury or Quick- 
filver, with its odor makes its water like the run- 
ning water of the two Zabieth (alis Zubech) and 
fix it vpon the fixed heare of Saturae: which 
eg E words 
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words do moft aptly agree with che properties 
of Lead; fos if any one be fmit or wounded 
with a Bullet, and che Bullet remain in the bodys 
ic will never putrifie. 

And alfo if Quick-filver be hanged in a Pot 

over the fume of molten Lead, foas the fume of 
the Lead touch the Quick-filver, ic will con- 
geal it. 
۲ Thus far of the preparation of Lead, wenow 
come to its denomination, They bid us fix the 
water Zaibethupon the fixed body of the heare 
Of Satarne ; now for the expofirion of the body, 
for che name of Satarnes Ripley calleth ic Adrop» 
of which that is made which rhe Matters call Se- 
ricon; the water of Sericoa they call their Men- 
ftruum, the two Zabieths joyned together in one 
water, are the two Mercuries, that is to fay white 
and red contained in one Men(truum, that isto 
fay of the water and Oyle of the fixed body or 
heart of Saturae : Follow what I have written 
concerning the imbibition of the earth, our ope- 
ration is no otherwife then in the Pra&tical Come 
pendium of Ripley. 

Ifaacus alfo writ a Treatife of Lead, he wor- 
keth chiefly according to the doctrine of Mary 
the Prophetefs, and laboreth much to fix the 
earth of Saturne, and after to diflolve che body 
in diftilled Vinegar ; that by che addition of core 
roding and fharp things » his red Oyl may be di- 
filled , which he calleth the water of Paradice, 
that he may imbibe his fixed earch therewith: 
which way is much fhorter then Ripleys, but the 
rubification and fixation of che earchis long and 
uncertain; wherefore I have both forfaken 
ae. Ifaacas 
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Tfaacus and Ripley in making the earch , in 9۵ 
of which I have given the fixed heart of Sa- 
turneas you may readin the Holy Guide, 

Bue chat the body may be prepared according 
toa this-Table, and after my intention and che 
defire. of Ripley , we boch will chat che Oyl or 
Warer of Paradice be drawn out of the Gun of 
Sericon ( whofe father is Adrop) Sericonis made 
of Red-lead ; therefore ic is firit’ 0566111۳۷ to 
fhew the Way of making Minium of Lead, which 
Thomas {uc an Englifhman hath defcribed, toge- 
cher with che Compojition of the Gum of Seri- 
cons which Author I purpofe to follow, as being 
the bef.
